WIFE SAYS SHE DIDN'T KNOW 
HUSBAND WAS LOUIS ALTERIE 


Married to Him as Leland Varain 
for 9 Years; Tells How He 
Was Murdered, 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 19.—Louis Alterie 
was making plans to go into the 
resort business in Frida when he 
was shot to death yesterday, his 
wife testified at the inquest. She 
said she had not known before that 
her husband was the former aid 
of Dion O’Bannon, one of the first 
of the Chicago gangsters to be mur- 
dered. 

“I never knew he was Alterie,” 
she said. “We were married for 
nine years.” As Mr. and Mrs. Leland 
Varain, she said, they spent their 
summers at their dude ranch near 
Glenwood Springs, Colo., and their 
winters in Chicago or Florida. 

“Leland was attempting to close 
a dea] to buy a health resort there,” 
she said. 

Mrs, Alterie gave her husband’s 
name for the death certificate as 
Leland Varain. She said he was 
born in California on Aug. 2, 1885. 

Police thought Alterie had made 
enemies through an attempt to 
enter the Florida gambling busi- 
ness. Documents in his apartment 
indicated he was negotiating to 
lease Postl’s Gulf Coast Club, an 
120-acre resort at Valparaiso, Fla., 
from Charles Postl, Chicago gym- 
nasium proprietor. The police said 
Alterie planned to convert the re- 
sort into a gambling place. They 
found an option offering the place 
to Alterie and Jerry Horan, inter- 
national president of the Building 
Service Employes’ Union, for 
$20,000,

NEW 3.2 AND LIQUOR 
ORDINANCES PASSED 


Attempt to Let Saloons Open 
On Sundays Is Aban- 
doned. 


A new ordinance regulating the 
sale of hard liquor and the city’s 
first ordinance controlling sale of 
3.2 beer were passed by the Board 
of Aldermen today, after elimina- 
tion of a provision for opening of 
saloons Sunday afternoon and 
night, and restoration of the Ex- 


cise Commissioner’s rule-making 


authority. 


A proposa! to permit Sunday saie 
of 3.2 beer was voted down. Both 
measures were prepared after the 


recent passage of the new State 
Liquor Act, which gave cities for 
the first time the right to license 
and regulate sale of 3.2 beer. The 
State law prohibited sale of hard 
liquor on Sundays but permitted 
gale of 3.2 beer. The Aldermen, on 
July 1, had approved an amendment 
to permit hard liquor sales after J 
p. m. Sunday. 

The amendment was reconsid- 
ered and killed today, 24 to 3, with 
Aldermen Brown, Hoeflinger and 
Lietchen voting against reconsider- 
ation. Both bills were passed by 
the same division, the three Alder- 
men holding out for Sunday sale of 
both 3.2 beer and hard liquor. 

Change of the 3.2 ordinance to 
permit Sunday sale was rejected by 
a vote of 17 to 10, in a division 
which disregarded the _ factional 
lines in the board. 

A series of amendments which 
would have taken rule-making pow- 
er from Excise Commissioner An- 
derson, an appointee of Mayor 
Dickmann, was kiJled on reconsid- 
eration by unanimous vote. Alder- 
man Collins, a leader of the ma- 
jority anti-Dickmann faction, ex- 
plained that this authority was re- 
tained for the commissioner  be- 
cause of the recent ruling of At- 
torney-General McKittrick that it 
Was legal for 3.2 beer establish- 
ments to serve “setups” for use 
with hard liquor. Collins said the 
commissioner could make local 
rules on this point, implying that 
“setups” might be prohibited here. 
However, clauses providing for ap- 
peals to Circuit Court from refusal 
of the Excise Commissioner to is- 
sue liquor licenses were allowed to 
stand. 

A motion by Alderman Walsh to 
eliminate the gallonage taxes, to 
be paid by the person first selling 
liquor to St. Louis purchasers, was 
defeated, 20 to 7. On motion of Al- 
derman Reidy, the emergency 
clause, which would have made the 
3.2 beer effective immediately when 
signed by the Mayor, was dropped. 
He explained that a number of Sun- 
day picnics, at which 3.2 beer would 
be sold, had been arranged for the 
next month. The vote on his mo- 
tion was unanimous. 


ILLINOIS TO ISSUE NO MORE 
TAX ANTICIPATION NOTES 


Law Allowed to Lapse; Expendi- 
tures Kept Within Income, Gov- 
ernor’s Aid Says. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. July 19.— 


The tax anticipation note method 
of emergenc: financing has been 
definitely abandoned by the State 
Administration. The law authoriz- 
ing its use was allowed to lapse by 
the 1935 Legislature. 

Treasury records show that only 
$1,890,000 in State anticipation notes 
are still outstanding as against the 
$10,610,000 in existence when Gov, 
Horner took office in January, 1933. 

Alexander Wilson, assistant to the 
Governor, in commenting on the 
expiration of the tax anticipation 
law, said: 

“This administration doesn’t need 
an an‘icipation law such as we 
found on the books when we took 
office. Gov. Horner has not only 
insisted that expenditures be kept 
within the State’s income but has, 


tax with the sales tax, provided suf- 
ficient revenue to perform the 
many necessary functions of Gov- 
e.nment which were either cur- 
tailed or omitted in previous years.’ 

Anticipation notes were first au- 
thorized by the 1931 Legislature, to 
encble the Treasury to borrow 
money from itself at the time when 
delinquent and forfeited taxes on 
property had drastically reduced 
the State’s “general fund” revenue. 
By intra-treasury transactions, at 
2 per cent interest, funds were bor- 
rowed from motor fuel tax and pari- 
mutuel betting revenues.

Quezon, explaining the failure to 
increase tariffs last year, said there 
were intimations the American 
State Department was opposed to 
the increase.

Papal Nuncio Reported to Be 
Preparing Report to Pope 
On Conflict. 


BERLIN, July 19.—Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler’s Voelkischer Beobachter, 
supporting the order for vigorous 
enforcement of laws against “polit- 
ical Catholicism,’ gave front page 
display to alleged subversive utter- 
ances of Catholic priests. Headlines 
bore such phrases as: “Unheard of 
Sermons,” “Fresh Provocation,” and 
“Hand-in-Hand With Marxists.” 

Although Gen. Hermann Wil- 
helm Goering’s anti-priest order, 
issued by the chief of Germany’s 
secret police after a conference 
with Hitler in the Bavarian moun- 
tains, had been anticipated, it 
aroused great concern among 


| Catholics. 


Catholic circles asserted that 
Goering had opened the door to 
extensive Nazi spying among Cath- 
olics, and that every priest would 
|be reported to authorities if he 
| seemed to say anything against the 
Government. 

Goering based his action on re- 
peated assurances’ that 
constitutes a safe bulwark against 
bolshevism. 

Goering Assails Catholics. 

“The times have passed when the 
‘will and power of the State were. 
insufficient to protect the church 
‘from the destructive influences of 
godless movements,” he 
“Therefore the church has no rea- 
‘son whatever to maintain or to 
continue its political activities be- 
yond its religious influences. 

“Neither can the church invoke 
gods to aid against the state—a 
monstrosity which we notice in 
open or hidden form every Sunday 
—nor can it organize its own po- 
litical power under the _ shabby 
pretense that the church must de- 
fend itself against the danger 
threatening from the State.” 

He said: 

“Clericals who are not ready to 
bow to the political totality of Na- 
tional Socialism have _ recently

ful hail.” He said further that 
pulpits nad been used for attacks 
on National Socialism. 

With hostilities having reached a 
point which Catholics interpreted 
as an open breach between their 
church and the Government, 
priests said they would exhort their 
flocks to await the outcome of-the 
‘annual conference of all German- 
'Bishops at Fulda early in August. 
_Catholics indicated that the bishops 
| probably would lay down important 
|precepts for their guidance. 
| The papal nuncio is understood 
to be investigating all phases of the 
conflict with a view to giving Pope 
| Pius a comprehensive report. 
| The Catholic interpretation of the 
/controversy was that the Nazis 
\first destroyed the political, or 
Centrist party, tried next to crush 
Catholic youth organizations, 
turned then on Catholic journey- 
men, workers and press, and now 
aimed at the destruction of the 
Catholic church, as_ such, in 
shadow. 

Hans Kerrl, Vice-President of the 
Reichstag, entered the. situation as 
official head of a department of 
church affairs, hitherto under the 
jurisdiction of the Ministers of In- 
terior and Education. 

The National Zeitung at Essen, 
which is regarded as the personal 
mouthpiece of Gen. Goering, 
warned Protestants that opposition 
to Reichsbishop Mueller and “Ger- 
man Christian” Nazis could expect 
as hard a fight as the Catholic 
hierarchy. 
| “One may be sure,” the newspa- 
| per declared, “that the watchful eye 
| of the siate will be directed not 
only against political Catholicism 
but that it equally intensely ob- 
serves the currents inimical to the 
state which are gaining ground in 
parts of the Protestant confessional 
movement.

Bronzed and trim in their khaki 
uniforms the student soldiers bore 
scant resemblance to the appear- 
ance they presented when camp 
opened 17 days ago.

CMTC Band Plays. 

The campers marched to the tune

It was nec- 
essary to set the sights and then 
manipulate the machine gun so as 
to hit the diminutive targets at 
varying angles. 

Each student, to whom the com- 
mand “load and lay” was music, 
was allowed to fire 150 rounds. 
Ammunition used was some of the) 
vast reserve of .30 caliber shells left | 
over from the World War. 

Athletic Period. | 

When target practice was over, 
the campers, tired and dirty, joined 
their comrades in camp who had 
marched there from the drill field. 
Within 20 minutes all the campers 
were on the baseball diamonds and 
volley ball courts, apparently as 
fresh as ever. 

Physical condition of the campers 
is indicated by an average gain of 
seven pounds and only minor first 
aid work for the medical corps of- 
ficers to do. During a hike Wednes- 
day but one youth fell out and he 
was struck by a stone which 
glanced from the road when run 
over by a truck.

|Figure Includes Some RFC Funds |

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Expen- 
ditures for “recovery and relief” 
since July 1, 1933, together with | 
outlays prior ‘to that on account 
of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration and for capital stock of | 
Federal Land Banks, have exceeded 
$10,000,000,000. The Treasury's | 
daily statement today showed that | 
expenditures of about $254,000,000 | 
for “recovery and relief” in the | 
current fiscal year had boosted the 
total above the ten-million mark. 

Original appropriaitons and allo-| 
cations for such purposes have been 
in excess of $18,000,000,000 since 
they began but more than $8,000,00,- 
000 of this was listed as “unexpend- 
ed.” Of the unexpended total near- 
ly $2,000,000,000 was reported by the. 
RFC, 

The Treasury’ statement ex- 
plained emergency expenditures be- 
fore the 1934 fiscal year were made | 
from general disbursing accounts | 
and therefore could not be segre- 
gated.

‘SOIL DRIER’ DEVISED BY IOWA 
FARMER IN USE FOR 30 YEARS 


Barrel Sunk in Field Collects Sur. | 
face Water, Tile Carries 
It Off. 
By the Associated Press. 

DAVENPORT, Ia. July 19.— 
George Soenke of Blue Grass de- 
vised a “soil drier’ 30 years ago 
and has been using it ever since. 

With it he can drain surface 
water from a field in short order. 
His device consists of a stout wood- 
en barrel placed in the ground so 
that the top is slightly below the 
level of the land. A tile is con- 
nected with the lower part of the 
barrel, 

The water from the field runs 
into the barrel and is carried off 
through the tile into a creek much | 
faster than if it were allowed to 
seep through the ground. 

The device enabled Soenke_ to 
work his fields long before other 
farmers after the rains this year. 

The tile is connected with the 
barrel about a foot from the bot- 
tom. It extends into the barrel 
about three inches. The barrel is 
‘filled with rocks. This insures a. 
free flow of water through the bar- 
rel into the tile, which otherwise 
would become choked with sedi- 
ment. Soenke says a barrel lasts 
about 10 years.

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FOV. RITCHIE ATTACKS 
NEW DEAL SPENDING 


Balancing Budget Essential He 
Says—Warns Against 
Relief Policy. 


By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 19. 
Former Gov. Albert C. Ritchie at- 
tacked the New Deal last night in 
an address at a banquet of the 
national convention of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians. 

“The New Dea! has had its trial,” 
he said, “and has not worked. 

“We do not want the executive to 
legislate and we do not want Con- 
gress to regulate matters which ap- 
ply wholly within the individual 
state. Let us direct our attention 
to building upon the basis of the 
Constitution, 

“I believe it is true that the min- 
istrations of governmental relief 
have created what might be called a 


new mentality on the part of the 
people who receive them. Too many 
had rather be on relief than at 
work. We should guard against this 
in our future relief plans. 

Must Curb Spending. 

“We should recognize that we 
cannot spend our way back to re- 
covery. A nation cannot go on 
spending indefinitely. 

“It is also true that we cannot 
go on spending more than we take 
in. Balancing the national budget 
is an essential thing to do. 

“Our tax policy should be.a sound 
one. National expenditures have 
been and are so vast that we must 
expect high taxes for many years to 
come. The rich will be taxed more 
heavily and so will everybody else. 
That cannot be avoided. 

“But the taxes should be levied 
with a balanced budget in view and 
should be accompanied by a re- 
trenchment in national expendi- 
tures. 

“Finally, the country should be as- 
sured that our national currency is 
going to be a sound and stable cur- 
rency.” 

“Cheap Political Tactics.” 

Martin L. Sweeney, Democratic 
Congressman from Ohio and form- 
er national president of the Hib- 
ernians ‘Jater termed _ Ritchie’s 
speech “cheap political tactics,” and 
“an insult” to the Hibernians. 

“As one member of this organiza- 
tion and as a former national presi- 
dent,” Sweeney said, “I resent the 
ex-Governor of Maryland’s cheap 
political tactics in wagering an at- 
tack upon the administration and 
taking advantage of the occasion 
when several hundred men and 
women of Irish birth and descent 
were assembled to listen to what 
they expected to be an historical 
and scholarly address.”

The court and its functioning consti- 
tute a unique experiment in the attempt 
to introduce the rule of reason into a 
world of force. The court is powerless to 
enforce its decrees; it has neither arms 
nor purse. It is compelled to give its 
reasons for its decisions in logic clear 
enough to be understood and appreciated 
by the thinking citizens, for it is upon 
the support and acquiescence of these 
alone that such decisions may be effec- 
tive. The decrees of the court will op- 
erate to restrain an ambitious President 
just so long as the American people re- 
tain enough sanity and common-sense to 
prefer the rational determination of dis- 
puted matters over an appeal to force. 

Any effort to solve civil and political 
problems by the processes of human rea- 
son must inevitably involve many errors; 
even the wisest of men are not infallible. 
With all the mistakes to which that meth- 
od is subject, its solutions would appear 
to be preferable to those developed by 
experts in mass psychology manipulating 
the emotions of the crowd or to those 
forced upon us by a resort to arms.

THEY NEVER LEARN. 


It is pure coincidence, of course, that the decision 
of a United States Court of Appeals upholding the 
TVA Act, after a Federal District Judge had de- 
clared against it, comes out at just the time when 
the news is filled with the revelations of huge sums 
of money spent by the public utilities, some of it for 
faked telegrams, to defeat the administration’s hold- 
ing company legislation. 

Yet in that coincidence, those who have followed 
the course of events in the field of utility propa- 
ganda, beginning with the successful drive of a util- 
ity lobby against the Walsh resolution several years 
ago, must see a touch of poetic justice. In that fight, 
the lobby overplayed its hand. The Walsh resolu- 
tion calling for a senatorial investigation of the gas 
and electric utilities’ financial. and propagandist 
methods was beaten and the inquify was shunted 
to the supposedly complacent Federal Trade Com- 
mission. The result was that instead of getting 
a short-lived investigation that might have been 
promptly forgotten, that certainly would have been 
discounted by many persons as wearing a partisan 
color, the utilities found themselves in the glare of 
a merciless searchlight that has played on them 
from that day to this. 

The Trade Commission was more interested in 
getting the facts, no matter how long it might take, 
than in promoting the fortunes of any investigator 
or making a few ephemeral headlines. The cumula- 
tive effect of its investigation, which showed not 
only the pernicious effects of holding company pyra- 
mids upon both the consumer and the investor, but 
disclosed an unsavory system of propaganda reach- 
ing even into the public schools—the cumulative ef- 
fect of all this was to create the public sentiment 
that made possible the passage of the TVA Act and 
has now brought the pending holding company leg- 
islation, with or without the so-called “death sen- 
tence,” almost to completion. 

One cannot read the record, we repeat, without 
seeing the connecting thread that runs from the 
revelations of the Federal Trade Commission to the 
passage of regulatory and “yardstick” legislation. 
Now a strand is added in the decision validating 
the sale by the Government of surplus power from 
Muscle Shoals. 

The issue will not be settled till the Supreme 
Court has spoken; meantime, the finding prevails 
that though the Government may not engage at will 
in private business, it has the right to sell property 
which it owns—in this case, electric power—‘“even 
though in so doing it may enter into competition 
with other public or private owners of property.” 
The court holds that TVA itself rests on the 
constitutional dominion of the Government over 
navigable streams and on its power to provide for 
the national defense. Power produced in excess of 
the requirements for those two constitutional pur- 
poses may be sold by the Government as freely as it 
may dispose of any other governmental property. 
That is the news from New Orleans—news that 
has its background in public sentiment crystallized 
by the disclosures of the Federal Trade Commission. 
On the same day, topping off the story of the faked 
telegrams, comes the news that the utilities spent 
upward of a million dollars in lobbying against the 
holding company bill.

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*DR. BEARD’S OPINION. 
The so-called “incitement to disaffection” bill, 
which is being sponsored in Congress by Senator 
Tydings of Maryland and Representative MacCor- 
mack of Massachusetts, has been characterized by 
Dr. Charles A. Beard, author of “The Rise of Amer- 
ican Civilization,” as “a flagrant invasion of civil 
rights under the Constitution.” Here surely is an 
opinion which should give the House pause, even 
though its Military Affairs Committee reported the 
measure favorably, following approval on the unani- 
mous consent calendar in the Senate. For Dr. Beard 
probably more than any other scholar has attained 
eminence in the three fields of history, political 
science and economics—a distinction which not only 
places him among the first citizens of the United 
States, but gives authority to his view in the present 
case. Believers in the fundamenta’ principles of free- 
dom of speech and thought owe it to themselves to 
rally behind his forthright opposition. 
ANOTHER PROFESSOR LEAVES MISSOURI. 

In the resignation of Dr. Lloyd M. Short, professor 

of political science and assistant dean of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri Graduate School, to accept a pro- 
fessorship in the University of Minnesota, the State 
university at Columbia loses another prominent fac- 
ulty member to a university in a position to pay 
better salaries. Dr. Short’s departure, which follows 
those of such outstanding former members of the 
Missouri faculty as Dr. Charles A. Ellwood, sociolo- 
gist, now at Duke University, and Dr. James Harvey 
Rogers, economist, now at Yale, is all the more un- 
fortunate since it further weakens the department of 
political science, a most important branch of aca- 
demic instruction these days. The recent promotion 
of Dean Frederick A. Middlebush to the Office of 
president permanently removed him from the teach- 
ing of political science, while some time ago, Dr. 
Thomas §. Barclay, also a political scientist, accepted 
a post at Stanford University. 
It is short-sighted economy in the conduct of a 
university, as in any other enterprise, to pay salaries 
so low as to make it a recruiting ground for other 
universities. Sooner or later, the people of Missouri 
and their legislators will come to realize this. As 
for the University of Minnesota to which Dr. Short 
goes, it is enough to recall its recent characterization 
in the Atlantic Monthly as the State university 
which is giving the finest demonstration of how a 
State university can serve the needs of an entire 
State.

REFUGEES FROM GERMANY. 
A close-up of the Nazi terror’s workings is given 
by James G. McDonald, League of Nations commis- 
sioner for refugees from Germany, in his report on 
the plight of these harassed exiles. In all, says Mr. 
McDonald, 80,500 persons have fled from Germany 
since the Nazis took power. They include aged per- 
sons and children, representatives of all the groups 
persecuted by the Third Reich—Jews, labor leaders, 
liberals, intellectuals, pacifists. Driven from their 
homes, they must wander over the world until they 
find work or philanthropy to sustain them. Since 
every nation has its own unemployed, it is little 
wonder that 15,000 of the refugees are stil] home- 
less. Mr. McDonald pleads for means to help them,

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EXCELLENT COUNSEL FROM AN EARLY JUDGE. 


There is no more unfortunate idea abroad in this 
country today than that the Supreme Court is re- 
sponsible for the unconstitutionality of the recently 
invalidated acts of Congress and that its members 
therefore block the way to social progress. 

As. we noted last week, William Green, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, made a state- 
ment which amounts to a challenge to the court to 
declare the Labor Disputes Act unconstitutional and 
take the consequences. However he meant his 
words to be interpreted, President Roosevelt made 
a serious mistake when he advised Congress to pass 
the Guffey-Snyder coal bill, notwithstanding reason- 
able doubts as to its constitutionality. From Con- 
gress and outside are coming remarks which would 
have the unhappy effect, as the late William Howard 
Taft said in the veto message recently brought into 
the news again, of placing Congress and the Supreme 
Court at odds. 

What should the relation between Congress and 
the Supreme Court be? It was admirably stated 142 
years ago by one of the first members of the Su- 
preme Court, Justice Iredell of North Carolina, in the 
famous case of Chisholm vs. Georgia. Said this early 
jurist: 

... It is the duty of members of Congress to 
legislate as far as is necessary to carry the Con- 
stitution into effect. It is ours only to judge. 
We have no reason, nor any more right to dis- 
trust their doing their duty, than they have to 
distrust that we all do ours. 

The seriousness with which members of the Su- 
preme Court take their grave responsibilities, the 
detachment which they bring to their work and the 
dignity and respect with which they deal with Con- 
gress and its powers, testify to the fact that the 
Supreme Court has remained true to the standard set 
up by Justice Iredell. Members of Congress. and 
other officers of the Government would do well to see 
that it is lived up to on their part.

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NIAGARA IS STILL THERE. 

The rumble and roar of explosives, then the crash 
of falling rock—thousands of tons of it. These sounds

But the authority to draw upon what Mr.

It has 
passed. But it is not yet clear that Mr. 
Roosevelt realizes it. His alarming predic- 
tions as to what might happen if some of 
his emergency establishments were disman- 
tled, the fanatical atmosphere of the utility 
brawl, the indecent and disorderly haste 
about the tax program, the uncompromising 
demand for the dubious powers of the Guf- 
fey bill, the Wagner bill, the AAA and 
TVA amendments—the driving insistence 
upon enacting all these laws without ade- 
quate hearing or debate indicate a disposi- 
tion to act in the summer of 1935 as if it 
were still the dark winter of 1933. 

The question is not whether these meas- 
ures are good, or bad. The question is 
whether salvation depends upon railroading 
them through Congress. If it does not, then 
the only way to find out whether the meas- 
ures aré good or bad is to return to the 
slow, educative process of democratic de- 
bate.

linquish them. I put no stock whatever in 
the wild charges that Mr. Roosevelt has the 
ambition to be a dictator. Having seen real 
dictatorships in action, this talk seems to 
me absurd. But I do believe that Mr. Roose- 
velt has reached a point in his career where, 
if he does not readjust his mind, he will 
become the victim of tempting delusians 
that invariably beset men who have played 
a great role on the world’s stage. 

There is the tendency to feel that, having 
achieved a sensational success by dramatic 
strokes, the result can be perpetuated only 
by repeating the strokes. In little affairs 
and in large ones, there is a strong human 
tendency to believe that because one has 
saved a situation, one must keep on saw 
ing it. This feeling easily becomes a sense 
of personal indispensability, such as men 
have who do not “dare” to take a vacation 
or to retire when their time is up, and from 
there the downward slope to delusions of 
grandeur is slippery and is steep. 

In governments, this dangerous tendency 
to press and press is reinforced by officials. 
especially unseasoned and temporary of- 
ficials, who want to make a name for them- 
selves, or at least to justify their own con- 
timuance in office. The President undoubt- 
edly has on his hands a large number of 
amateur officers who would like him ta 
invade Ethiopia for the sake of the adven- 
ture, the glory and the abolition of slavery. 
They are not the typical bureaucrats inter- 
ested in obeying the routine and holding 
their jobs as inconspicuously as possible for 
as long as possible. They are an active, in- 
ventive, pushing bureaucracy, with many 
achievements to their credit that would have 
been beyond the imagination of an ordinary 
bureaucracy. But they will become a 
nuisance to the President if he does not pro- 
mote the good ones to the status of ordinary 
officials and send the rest of them home 
with love and kisses.

The real difficulty, I imagine, lies in dis- 
tinguishing between a national emergency, 
like that of 1933, and the gross abuses and 
injustices of human societly. Looked at close 
to and fully comprehended, the evils which 
men undergo seem so intolerably unneces- 
Sary that a sensitive man must at once do 
something to remedy them. A terrible abuse 
easily presents itself as an emergency. 

Mr. Roosevelt is a sensitive man with an 
unusual knowledge of the lives of the peo- 
ple, and a brave man’s contempt for the 
prudence that feeds on complacency. He is 
surrounded by men and women who might 
have lived easy and worldly lives and are 
instead trying to help their fellow men. 

There is great strength in this, but also. 
in the head of a government, a dangerous 
weakness. Its strength is to make the Gov- 
ernment deeply responsive to the people and, 
by that, not merely to help them, but to give 
them confidence in their institutions. Its 
weakness is that an overpowering desire for 
the improvement of society leads to policies 
which put too great a strain on institutions, 
which transcend the administrative capacity 
of officials which surpass the understanding 
of the people. Then a sense of righteousness 
takes the place of right policy, then indigna- 
tion takes the place of thorough investiga- 
tion, impatience with abuses takes the place 
of considered action. Before he knows it, 
messianic delusion has seized the public man.

NEW YORK, July 19.—While wool goods 
markets continue spotty, sales of women's 
wear fabrics are gaining and prices on 
many types of goods show a tendency to 
stiffen, says the New York Wool Top Ex- 
change Service. Men's wear markets have 
entered a lull from which they are ex- 
pected to emerge in the next few weeks. 

Shipments of pneumatic casings during 
May totaled 4.067.386 units, compared 
with 5.143.599 in April and 5,331,699 in 
May. 1934, the Rubber Manufacturers’ 
Association reports. Production for the 
month was 4,175,170 units, against 4,511,- 
735 in April and 4,456.223 in the corre- 
sponding period last year Stocks the 
hands of manufacturers on May 31 were 
11,130,764 casings, against 11,003,237 at 
the end of April and 11,126,567 a year 
Ago.

CHAPTER FIVE 


EARLY 50 years ago, a fam- 

ily of mixed backgrounds mi- 

grated from Louisa County, 
Iowa, into the gully-strewn, short- 
grass country of Western Kansas. 
The soil was hard and baked. Nev- 
ertheless, here the Fleagle family 
settled and began a fight for sub- 
sistence, 

There were four boys in this 
family. One was apparently normal 
in all respects; another was mo- 
ronic, somnolent. The third and 
fourth brothers, however, were to 
play an important part in the na- 
tion’s fight against crime. 

The Fleagle family was classed 
in the neighborhood as generally 
“shiftless,” if it was classed at all. 
But somewhere in the background 
there may have been a degree of 
education. The mother gave hint 
of it by calling one of the charac- 
ters of this recital Ralph Emerson 
Fleagle and the other William Har- 
rison Fleagle; an essayist and a 
President were their namesakes.

Ralph wandered East, working as 
a street-car man. Jake moved up 
and down the Sacramento Valley, 
taking part in the big crap games 
which followed the grape and other 
harvests. Finally he too moved 
east and soon learned other accomp- 
lishments. Police arrested him in 
Oklahoma on a charge of second- 
degree robbery. Conviction seft 
him to Oklahoma Stzte Peniten- 
tiary for a year and a day. Then, 
at last, in the early 1920’s, they 
came back to the vicinity of Gar- 
den City, Kan., and to the home- 
stead. 

This was the beginning of many 
mysterious trips. With each home- 
ward trip they brought from $5000 
to $20,000 for deposit in the local 
banks. Mrs. Fleagle happily in- 
formed her neighbors that her boys, 
Ralph and Jake, had found a sure 
way of making money in the stock 
market.

Night came. Jake and Ralph 
drove in to Dighton, Kans., to the 
home of Dr. W. W. Wineinger. Jake 
went to the door.

I live out of 
town here a piece and one of my 
boys got his foot crushed by a 
tractor.

Before 
that was done, however, Ralph 
Emerson Fleagle had printed a 
scrawled note and stuck it into a 
pocket of the dead man’s clothing. 
It read: 

“Sweet revenge from Enterprise. 
Oh, you murderers, Ye Doctors!” 
Shortly after this, Kessingers body 
was found in a lonely shack near 
Liberal, Kansas. He, too, had 
been bound and blindfolded and 
shot—gunned to death. Meanwhile, 
the Fleagles, Jake and Ralph, with 
their mother, whom they had in- 
vited to “take a little trip,” were 
on the way to St. Paul in the Flea- 
xle family car. Hidden there also 
were the bonds and negotiable se- 
curities resultant from the bank 
robbery, to be sold to the various 
bond and money fences who were 
plentiful in St. Paul at that time. 
In St, Paul they knew exactly 
where to go to find a hoodlum phy- 
sician who would treat the gun- 
shot. wound, and a hide-out apart- 
ment where Royston could be se- 
creted and where Abshier could 
nurse him back to health. 

Dr. Wineinger’s car had been 
wiped with an oiled rag to remove 
fingerprints before the bandits ran 
it into the ditch. Nevertheless, one 
spot had been missed—the place 
where Jake’s finger had pressed 
against the pane in an effort to 
raise it. Here, R. S. Terwilliger, 
fingerprint expert of the Garden 
City Police Department, found a 
single print. He dusted, devel- 
oped and photographed it, then sent 
the result to the Identification Unit 
at Washington for what he felt was 
a hopeless search. 

Indeed, there was little to con- 
nect the death of Dr. Wineinger 
with the robbery of the Lamar 
Bank. That note which had been 
scrawled by Ralph was accepted by 
most law-enforcement officers at 
its face value. Perhaps there was 
a double purpose in this note, es- 
cape plus revenge on a former 
mate whom Ralph hated. Never- 
theless, he evidently knew who 
would be suspected: Charles C. 
Clin- 


ton was an ex-preacher with an 
insane hatred for doctors because 
his wife had died following an op- 
eration while he was in prison.

Many months passed. Arrests 
were made slowly.

hill, was apprehended in Oklaho- 
ma. All were returned to Lamar— 
and all were positively identified 
by citizens of Lamar as the four 
murderous bandits who had held 
up the bank. 

Here was a perfect case of the 
mass hysteria which so often has 
been the cause of miscarriage of 
justice. These four men had abso- 
lutely nothing to do with the La- 
mar Bank robbery. Yet there is 
little doubt that these identifica- 
tions would have held as strongly 
at the trial. There could have been 
only one outcome—a verdict of 
guilty, with hanging sure to follow. 
That in itself would have been 
one sort of rank injustice, Only 
one eventuality intervened to pre- 
vent all this. Exact science did 
what human eyes had failed to do. 

During all the months in which 
these men were being trailed down 
and arrested, the technicians of the 
Identification Unit in Washington 
searched in vain for the counter- 
part of that fingerprint found on 
the window of the murdered doc- 
tor’s car. It must be explained 
that at this time a single finger- 
print was worthless under the spe- 
cial demands of the Lamar case. In 
the first place, there were many 
officers who denied a connection 
between the murder of the doctor 
and the holdup of the bank, There- 
fore, the fact that the print 
matched none of those from the 
fingers of the four arrested men 
proved only that they were not 
present when Dr. Wineinger was 
killed. It did not prove that these 
accused men were innocent of the 
holdup. Further, at that time, no 
single fingerprint file existed.

There was no way in which 
one print could be searched out— 
that would have meant a hunt 
through the entire unit, which at 
that time contained about 2,000,000 
cards, each of 10 fingers, making a 
total of 20,000,000 searches to be 
made. There was only one way to 
attack the probiem., 


J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Investigation, Department 
of Justice, issued orders that this 
fingerprint become a matter of 
prime importance between officers; 
he knew also that if this fingerprint 
represented a member of the Lamar 
bank robbery gang, it was possible 
that innocent men were being held 
as murderers. 

Therefore, thé print was magni- 
fied. It was thrown on a screen py 
a stereopticon. Day after day ex- 
perts studied it in the hope that 
they would remember some similar 
print as having passed through 
their hands. It was useless. 

Time passed. The trial of the four 
accused men—Clinton, Walker, Oli- 
ver and Jarrett—approached. Then 
one day, in the course of routine, 
there came to the identification unit 
a fingerprint card from the Sher- 
iff’s office at Stockton, Cal. 


A man named William Harrison 
Holden had been arrested on sus- 
picion for train robbery there and 
had freed himself by a plausible 
story. The police had merely sent 
his fingerprints to Washington as a 
matter of course. 

As a matter of course they were 
classified and the records searched. 
Out came a card bearing the name 
of Jake Fleagie, convict No. 6591, 
Oklahoma penitentiary, back in 
1916.
